And becauſe this is mightily ouer- 
throwne & condemned by many from 
the word of God: and Io litle cauſe 
to ſpeake of it among you, | will(having 
bene long) pleaſe youzand caſe my ſelf;

on of S. e Auguſtine, who ſaith : Pompa

Thus Herod mourned or ſcemed hea- 
uic, when /o-» Baptiſt was to be behea- 
ded. Thertext ſaith : The King was ſor- 
rie. CMath, 14.9. But it was but from 
the teeth outward. For the truth is, hee 
was glad that the mote was out of his 
eye, which would not ſuffer himto en- 
ioy his inceſt. .Y ct hee could not for 
- ſhame, but ſeeme ſorrowtull for him 
whom the reſt loued. Therefore hc is 
like to thoſe wicked women. and chil 
dren that would gladly haue their huf= 
bands and fathers dead , becauſe they 
thinke them to bee ſome letres vato 
them toaccompliſh their wicked deft- 
ers. Such feigne themſclucsro weepe, 
like Tekoah,2 Sarn.t 4.2, but their ſto- 
nic hearts, without an onyon in a naps» 
kie, can wripg out as many teares. from 
their hy pocriticall eyes,as iuyce froma 
mill- lone,though they grumble wnch

| The third thing tobee auoyded in 
mourning for our dead, or when any 
crolle is laid vpon vs, is immoderate 
weeping & howling. This God repro= 
ued in Sammelorrowing for king Sawt, 
thouzh he were not dead , burcaſt off 
from God, ſaying : How /ong wilt thou 
monrne for Saul,ſeeing I hae caſt him 4- 
way from raigning ouer 1/rael? T his was 
folly in oId /acob, who thus grieuoully 
mourning for /o/eph[whom he thought 
had bene dead) vtterly refuſed to bee 
comforted of his children, and fo con- 
tinued weeping. And Daxid was great- * 
ly to be blamed, who though he mour- 
ned not when hes infapt was dead, yet 
outragiouſly he lamented and tormen= 
ted himſelfe for the death of the traitor 
Abſolon, that ſought todepolehim £15 
his kingdome, 2.$am:18.33. This too 
too' wofull lamenting for the dead, Al- 
mightie God fo: bad in the time of the 
Lawe,and vnder the holy Goſpell it is 
not to'be vſed. T he Lord ſath:7ou/ſhall 
wot cut your fleſh for the dead , neither 
make any print of a marks vpon you : [

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gmthe Lord. Lenit.12.28, This ſome 
* come very neare vnito, that pull theme 
ſelues,and reare their fteſh, as howling 
in infidelitie. From which the holy A= 
poſtle counſelleth : Chry/effome dif-

So then hy= 
pocriſie,ſuperſtition,and exceſliuc ſor-
